Prior Council Action: Resolution No. 040624-31 authorized
negotiation and execution of a five year contract with Ampco
System Parking to manage the parking operations at Austin-
Bergstrom International Airport.
Boards and Commission Action: To be reviewed by the
Airport Advisory Commission on May 16,2006.

The Department of Aviation entered into a contract with AMPCO System Parking (Ampco) for the
management of ABIA parking facilities, effective 10/1/04. In order to allow Austin-Bergstrom
International Airport the ability and flexibility to effectively and efficiently manage its parking
resources, collect, account and report parking and ground transportation revenues, and to market
its parking products and services, the Department of Aviation determined to replace the original
revenue control system installed in 1999 during the construction of the New Airport. The original
system is technically obsolete, past Its useful life, and increasingly expensive and difficult to
maintain. The new revenue control system will be fully automated and will provide the
Department with significantly enhanced capabilities. In accordance with the provisions of the
Management Agreement, Ampco proceeded to competitively solicit and procure the new revenue
control system from Associated Time and Parking Controls, Inc. The total cost of the revenue
control system, Including two years' system maintenance, is $2,340,000.

Under the Ampco Management Agreement, as approved by Council in 2004, the cost of goods
and services procured by Ampco on behalf of the Department are passed through to the City as a
reimbursable expense.
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There is sufficient funding In the Fiscal Year 2005-2006 Department of Aviation adopted
operating budget to fund the Fiscal Year 2005-2006 installment payments due to AMPCO System
Parking as part of the authorized Public Automobile Parking Facilities and Shuttle Bus
Management Agreement. However, rather than spread the cost of the revenue control system
over several years, It Is in the best Interest of the [Department of Aviation to purchase the parking
access and revenue control system In the current fiscal year rather than financing the
procurement with installment payments made to AMPCO System Parking over the remaining
term of their Management Services Contract. Upon purchase of the revenue control system, the
City will assume all of Ampco's contractual and warranty rights and obligations with the vendor.
